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THE 1986 SEASON 
_ , The 1986 season at Sandy Island was a very interesting one. 
We had a summer of unsettled weather, with rain almost every weekend,

In this report I will touch upon all of the major happenings 

of the summer.

Grains of Sandy

many campers. 
Reunions 

The Annual Reunion was expanded this year to include one held 
in New York at the White Plains Hotel for our campers from the New 
York, New Jersey, southern Connecticut area. About 35 people gathered 
for dinner and dancing with Bob Patterson. The traditional Reunion 


at Woburn was a tremendous success, with a delicious dinner and 
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dancing until late in the evening. We look forward to having both 


reunions again in 1987, with even more campers joining us. 


Work Weekends 

As the spring of 1986 approached, planning began for the work 
weekends.

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New Endowment Fund

created with a major 5-figure gift from Dr. Herbert Anderson. Some 
additional gifts were received this past winter. It is “Doc"s hope 
that this fund will grow and that the interest will provide yearly 
help in acquiring new equipment for Sandy Island. We encourage others 


to consider this fund in their deferred-giving plans. 


Boston Globe Article 

A major article about Sandy Island was published in the Travel 
Section of the Boston Sunday Globe on June 16, 1986. The article 
was written by Jeuley Ortengren, a 4th year camper at Sandy. It was 
an excellent article and all summer long we received compliments on 
it. Not only that, but more than 500 request for Sandy applications 
have been received. These will be sent out in 1987, although a few 
people managed to get in this season. Sandy had aw unique story that 
was well-communicated to the New Fngland community. We didn't 
particularly need the publicity, but we are happy that our story was 
so wonderfully told and received. It is also good to know that we 


are providing an experience that is so well-perceived by others. 


Camp Begins 


We arrived at Camp with all of our weeks filled, a few openings 
for Labor Day and Octoberfest weekends, which were quickly filled as 
a result of our Globe publicity. What we did not have, however, was 
a Service Manager, one of our critical staff positions. Not being able 
to fill this position left it up to Nate to not only run the camp but 


also supervise the Service Crew. of eight. In order to do this we 
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Split the crew into two teams with a crew chief in charge of each one, 
and distributed the work between the two crews. We also made some 
changes in the way we did things. Somehow we made it through the summer 
and all in all it worked fairly well. This was partly because so 
many other people helped me; Al Stewart, Bob Patterson, and of course 
the weekenders, Doug, Mary and Paul. I am thankful for all these fine 
people. Needless to say I learned a great deal about the service 
crew, Our boats, vehicles, deliveries, and especially about the septic 
System! I believe just about every pump on the Island was attended to 
at least once, if not more often. 

Having an experienced group of key staff returning helped a 
great deal and allowed me more time with the Service crew. This 
was Bob and Barbara Patterson's 27th year, Don Migliaro's 14th season, 
Rus and Carole Carlsten's 9th, Chris Tintsman’s 3rd year, Sue and Al 
Stewart’s 18th summer.

Program 


The program at Sandy continues to be one of the strengths in 
attracting people here. We have continued to attempt to make it 
even better. This year we expanded the CAVE program for 6-7-8 year 
olds by moving it to 9-12 in the morning, and by hiring a full time 
person to run it. We also had Brian supervise both the Jr. Teen and 
the CAVE program. They did some activities together, and they also 
benefitted from Brian's skills in music and in the talent shows. We 
think that it was a better program this year, and all age groups were 
served equally well. 

We continued to offer Aerobics, with Kris Carlsten leading the 
program in the afternoons. This too seemed to go well.

However, the most unique program of all is our offering of evening 
dances led by Bob Patterson. 

The one weakness in our scheduling this year was the evening 
program, especially Saturday and Sunday evenings. We are going to 
look into our evening schedule more closely and hope we can make it 


better. Everyone feels that we need a social event on Saturday 


where campers can mix, say "hello” to their old friends and meet 
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the families who are new to Sandy. 


Docking 


In the middle of the summer we came to realize more and more the 
impact of Harilla becoming a Yacht Club and what a dock condo is. 
We lost our rental dock and never had the opportunity to decide 
whether to keep it or not. Evidently we weren't wanted at Harilla. 

During the summer we explored four options. 

1. Going to Union Wharf and using the Tuftonboro town dock. 


2. Accepting an offer to lease/purchase a dock and parking lot 
at Trexler‘s Marina. 


(x 3. Building a dock and operating out of North Woods Camp, our 
z boys’ camp on the other side of Cow Island. 


4, Remaining at Harilla and working out of the Public Dock as 
best we can, and continue to lease the parking lot. 


We engaged a realtor from Wolfeboro to help us locate some land 
for parking at Union Wharf. At this time nothing seems available. 
Without parking, we cannot possibly use Union Wharf. Option I is 
not now feasible for ‘87. 

We received an offer from a group at Trexler’s to lease or 
purchase a 30-foot dock and to have an acre parking lot included. 
The first year purchase price is $90,000 and goes up considerably 
each year. The parking lot is 4 to 3/4 mile away. There would be no 
drop-off parking and it would all have to be approved by their condo 
group. The boat trip is well over -30 minutes in the Big Sandy. 

So it’s too expensive, there are too many problems with parking, a 
drop-off shuttle, one-boat parking and condo approval. This plan 


is rejected for ‘87. 
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Option 3 is being approached in stages. We are building a 
permanent dock at North Woods to be used by Sandy for pre and post- 
season weekly docking. If Sandy cannot make it work at Harilla during 
the camping season, North Woods would petition the state to have us 
build a Sandy dock at the southeast portion of their property and 
would sell Sandy 100 feet of shore frontage and the land to build a 
road and parking lot. We will attempt to use Harilla landing next 
Summer and see if it can work, and also see if we can have another 
post and steps added so we can dock two boats at the same time. 

So in 1987 we will use a combination of option 3 and 4. We 


hope it works. 


Remodeling of Kitchen 


Another serious problem came up this summer in the Kithcen. The 


state inspection team from the Water Pollution Department did not 


like our kitchen. It is a combination of poor design and beat-up 
equipment and an overall dirty condition. So we are proposing to 
redesign and remodel the kitchen and to purchase a new stove, grille, 
and fryolator. We also plan to remove everything and completely 


rebuild the floor. At this time estimates are; 


Kitchen floor linoleum installed #1500 
Kitchen e§4uipment 4500 
Total POAT 


We have budgeted for this to be done next spring. We hope to use 
this and the sanding and refinishing of the dining room floor as 


our major projects on work weekends.
